“MANILA, July 31, 6 p.m,—[{By 
Manila Cable.}] A company of the 
Sixth Infantry, commanded by Capt. 
Simpson, has had an encounter at 
Babylones, on the west coast of the 
island of Negros, with a rebel force. 
The latter lost eighteen men _ killed. 
There were no casualties on the Amer- 
ican.side. - 

The United States transport Grant 
sailed for the United States today, 
having on board 481 men of the Idaho 
regiment, 540 of the North Dakota 
regiment, and 274 of the Wyoming 
regiment.

Seven Americans _ Unofficially Re- 


ported Killed in Sunday’s Fight.. 
‘[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. | 


MANILA, Aug.. 1, 9:30 a.m.—[By Ma- 


nila Cable.] Sunday’s fight at Calamba 


was a warm one. The insurgents were 
unwilling to abandon the place, which 
is the key to the lake road. Gen. Hall, 
hearing that Gen. Malbar was pre- 
paring to make an attack, sent Maj. 
Weisenberger with three companies. of 
the Twenty-first Infantry, three troops 
of cavalry and one of Hamilton’s guns 
to attack the insurgents. This detach- 
ment found a force of 1000 rebels behind 
hastily-made entrenchments. The reb- 


of the Twenty-first Regiment was 
within 300 yards, when they fired a 
volley. The Americans dropped in the 
high grass, out of sight, and returned 
the fire. 

Lieut. Love, who was walking erect 
along the front of the men, was shot 
in the arm. An _ insurgent officer, 
equally brave, stood at the top of the 
trenches, directing the ‘fire of the in- 
surgents, until he was killed, when the 
Filipinos fled. During the fighting on 
the north side of the town, a small 
body of insurgents. attempted to enter 
on the south side, but a nen of cav- 
alry repulsed them. 

The total American loss at Calamba 
was seven killed and twenty wounded. 
Sixteen dead insurgents have been 
found. The American garrison at Mo- 
rong is going to. Calamba. 

A body of insurgents has visited Tay- 
tay, where they killed several natives 
who were friendly to the Americans.

Views About the Philippines.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Senator 
Burrows of Michigan, in an interview

the Philippines is still in progress next 
year, and the end is not yet in sight, 
the situation will be to the disadvan- 
tage of the Republican party. The only 
hope for the ty and the country, I

tain, to say the Jeast. If I could have 
had my way, we Would have simply 
taken a coaling station or a base. of 
supplies in the island of Luzon; we 
‘would not have paid a’penny to Spain, 
‘and we would have our foothold in the 
Far East without the sacrifice of. life 
and money. 


our people. We are the greatest pro- 
ducers the world has known, and the 
Orient doubtless offers us a great op- 
portunity. No one yet knows what 
‘possibilities are to be afforded by China, 
which seems now to be staggering to 
her fate. If there is to be a great de- 
velopment in that direction, I certainly 
want the United States to have a share. 
At the same time, we must not overlook 
the fact that we may 
any moment to England, France, or 
Germany. 

‘“‘More than this, I say frankly, that 
if our participation in the eastern trade 
is to be purchased at the cost of an in- 
definite ,war in the Philippines, we will 
pay a lér 

“How would you meet. the present 

situation?” 
_ “The President is acting wisely, in 
my opinion, in endeavoring to restore 
peace and order in the Philippines by 
sending an increased army to assist 
Otis. It is to be sincerely hoped that 
fresh troops will be able to establish 
the authority of the United States. We 
must remember, however, that although 
we have now been fighting some time, 
we have conquered a territory only 
about fifty miles to the north of Manila 
and fifteen miles to the south, a mere 
bagatelle compared with the immense 
area of the achipelago. If the addi- 
tional troops sent to Gen. Otis cannot re- 
store peace, Congress will have to deal 
with the problem, and ought to have, by 
the lst of December, some definite in- 
formation upon which to act. : 

“For the present, I hope the President 
will continue in his effort to end the 
trouble, and that his efforts may be 
crowned with success. Victory for the 
Republican party next year will be 
made /more certain by the success of 
our arms in the Philippines,” 

“You would not now abandon the 
Philippines?’ suggested the reporter. 

“I do not see how we can do that 
now,” said the Senator. “We cannot 
surrender our ships to Aguinaldo and 
say to him that he can murder our sol- 
diers. Now that we have commenced, 
the only thing we can do Its to end the 
conflict as soon as possible. After that 
is done, the question of the disposition 
of the islands or their permanent re 
tention rest with the people and with 
Congress.”

PARIS, July 31.—[By Atlantic Cable.] 
Le Patrie says that Du Paty du Clam 
was liberated at 3:30 o’clock this after- 
noon and was driven direct to his home. 
He refused to be interviewed. It is 
reported that Du Paty du Clam was 
exonerated because it was proved that 
he acted under direct orders from 
Gens. Gonse and De Boisedeffre, 
against whom severe disciplinary mea- 
sures are imminent. If this is con- 
firmed, it will prove that the efforts of 
the general staff to make Gen. Du Paty 
du Clam a scapegoat have failed. 

Gen. Roget and Maj. Cuignet were 
the chief witnesses against Dreyfus in 
the proceedings in. the Court of Cassa- 
tion. If their statements, which, it 
was believed at the time, were made to 
shield the general staff, are discred- 
ited, nothing will remain against Drey- 
fus.

FORT DE FRANCE (Island of Mar- 
tinique,) July 31—News is arriving 
slowly, owing to the occurrence in 
Santo Domingo Friday last of a vio- 
lent hurricane, which caused immense 
damage. Three large schooners which 
were in the roadstead of Santo Do- 
mingo were wrecked, and only one 
man of the crews of the vessels were 
saved. 

After striking Santo Domingo, the 
hurricane moved to the northeast; de- 
vastating the country between Santo 
Domingo and Colu, forty-four miles 
from the capital. The extent of the 
damage is not known. 

The latest advices from Santo Do- 
mingo report that Wencesiao 
. Figuereo, the Vice-President. urged by 
a number of his friends,. has accepted 
the Presidency, promising to retain 
the present Conservative ministry in 
office. Pending the meeting of Con- 
gress, Gen. Figuereo will assume full © 
responsibility and power. 

Only in the environs of Moca is the 
agitations caused by the assassins and 
their friends apparent, and it is said 
that the partisans of the government 
are increasing in numbers. 

The Governor of Moca has taken 
measures for the preservation of order, 
and great activity is displayed by the 
troops of the garrison. Active prepa- 
rations are being made with a view 
to surrounding the enemy and to re- 
pulse an attack, which, it is thought, 
they may make at any moment. 

At San Lorenzo de Guaubin, the 
Governor has appealed to all the people 
of the city to pledge themselves to co- 
operate in the maintenance of order.

Francisco today, and tens of thousands

against the Americans. They are fast 
adopting American tactics, and are be- 
coming better disciplined and more 
skillful in the use of their weapons 
every day. ’ 

“One hundred thousand soldiers 
should be here, ready for business, by 
the beginning of the dry season in No- 
vember. Garrisons could then be sta- 
tioned at strategic points. A continu- 
ous warfare cannot be carried on in 
this enervating climate by the same 
troops. Frequent reliefs are necessary. 
Troops should not be kept here longer 
than a year. Men from a northern cli- 
mate retain their native vigor for six 
or eight months after arrival here, and 
then begin to succumb to the various 
ailments of tropical weather. This is 
exemplified in the cases of the volun- 
teers and those regulars who have been 
in the Philippines since last summer. 
The most of them are saturated with 
malaria, many have rheumatism, and 
all are greatly debilitated. They are 
unfit for further duty, and recuperation 
seems slow and unsatisfactory. As it 
has been with them, so it is likely to be 
with their successors. 

“The eight million people of the Phil- 
ippines are as highly civilized as the 
twelve millions of Mexico. If the 
American people will imagine the 
United States to have acquired Mexico 
against her will and to be engaged in 
an attempt to put down a universal re- 
bellion of the Mexicans with 20,000 
troops, they will have a duplicate pic- 
ture at close range of the situation in 
the Philippines, with the exception that 
the climate of the Philippines is from 
10 to 15 deg. more tropical than that of 
Mexico.’’

* SACRAMENTO, July 31.—The retir- 
ing Code Commission presented its sup- 
plemental report ‘today to Secretary 
of State Curry, giving a history of its 
work and the lines on whicb it had 
been pursued, and the results achieved. 
It also turned in a mass of typewrit- 
ten matter, and surrendered its place 
to the new commission. 

The new commission met late in the 
afternoon. After the board was called 
to order, the following officers were 
elected: A. C. Freeman, president; 
Ww. F. Henning, Los Angeles, secre- 
tary; Miss Edith Shorb, stenographer; 
W. H. Davis, porter. It was decided 
to hold the first’ regular meeting Mon- 
day, August 21. After qualifying be- 
fore Secretary of State Curry and or- 
ganizing as a State department, the 
members of the commission started for 
San Francisco, via Stockton. 


THE HARRIMAN EXPEDITION. 


Found a Scarcity of Salmon and 
Timber in Alaska. 
[ASSOCIATED I’RESS DAY REPORT.] 

SBATTLE (Wash.,) July 31.—When 
the steamer George W. Elder, which 
carried the Harriman scientific party 
to Alaska, arrived here yesterday she 
resembled floating  curiosity- 
shop, stocked with everything Alaskan 
from a totem-pole five feet through 
-and sixty feet high, to the minutest in- 
sect. 

Dr. C. Hart Merriam, chief of the 


- United States Biological Survey, said: 


“The principal result of the voyage 
of the Harriman party to the North 
was the collection of much valuable 
data regarding the distribution of ani- 
mals and birds in the Far North. Sev- 
eral important discoveries were made. 
On Hall Island and St. Matthew Isl- 
and, for example, we found and col- 
lected many specimens of what is 
called the ‘Arctic snowflake,’ a most 
exquisite bird, much resembling the 
snow bunting. It is almost snow 
white, about the size of a robin, and 
is of the bunting family. Hereto- 
fore the bird has been regarded as 
very rare, and in the National Museum 
at Washington there are but a few 
poor specimens. On both the islands 
mentioned we-found the bird in great 
abundance and made complete col- 
lections of it and its nests and eggs. 
“Here also we found the Lapland 
Longspur, a northern song bird, also 
very rare, in abundance. Another dis- 
covery was a yellow leming mouse, 
never found elsewhare and of which 


the National Masctim had but one poor 


specimen. We secured many more and 


_ studied its habits. 


‘William E. Ritter, president of 
the California Academy of Sci- 
ences and Professor of Zoology 
in the University of Californiag made 
a valuable collection of invert@brates 
many of which may prove entirely 
new.’’ 

Henry Gannett, chief of the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Survey, de- 
voted himself to a study of the glaciers 
of Alaska, many of which had never 
been mapped or named. One of his 
discoveries is that t&e glaciers of 
Alaska are gradually retreating, due, 
he thinks to climatic changes. Col- 
umbia glacier, discovered and named 
by the Harriman party, is situated on 
Prince William sound: Hubbard glac- 
ier, also discovered by the Harriman 
party, is larger than Muir glacier and 
has a frontage of over five miles on 
Yakutat Bay. Many new fords, bays 
and inlets were discovered, mapped and 
named by Mr. Gannett. ! 

Dr. George B. Grinnell, editor of 
Forest and Stream, said: ‘‘The most in- 
teresting incident of the voyage to my 
mind was at Bogoslof Island, a great 
breeding place for sea birds in north- 
ern waters. They nest there om the 
cliffs in countless numbers. One inter- 
esting fact in regard to the fishing in- 
dustry I learned while in Alaska is 
that the salmon in the streams of the 
Territory are being rapidly extermi- 
nated. Some steps for the preserva- 
tion of this fish should be taken be- 
fore it too late.’’ 

B. E. Fournow, director of the New 
York State College of Forestry, made 
extensive research into the timber re- 
sources of Alaska, with results not 
flattering to that Territory. He says 
that the timber resources of the Terri- 
tory have been greatly overestimated, 
and that in reality the forests of 
‘Alaska will have little commercial 
value for years to come. He said: “T 
was disappointed in not finding in 
Alaska many trees that I had sup- 
posed grew there. The botanists of the 
expedition found few botanically in- 
teresting specimens.” 


ORIENTAL ADVICES, 


City of Seoul Infested With Danger- 
ous Bomb-throwers. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 31.—Orien- 
tal advices by the steamer Gaelic con- 
tain the following: 

“YOKOHAMA, July 13.—Advicecs 
from Seoul, the capital of Korea, give 
the deatils of a series of dynamite 
outrages there, evidently the work of 
a band of conspirators, whose head is 
Prince Pak-Yung-Hyo and whose efforts 
were directed to demolishing the homes 
of the Premier and members of the 
royal household, 

“On the night of Thursday, June 9, 
about 10:30 o'clock, Seoul was thrown 
into a state of great excitement by six 
terrific explosions. An \investigation 
disclosed the fact that attempts had 
been made to wreak vengeance on Sin- 
Ti-Sin, the present, Premier: Pak-Ki- 
Yang, and Pak-Chung-Yong, members 
of the, royal household, by blowing 
up their residences. 

“The explosions were repeated in dif- 
ferent parts of the city on the 10th, 
12th and 18th of June, the last being 
fn the house of Prince Pak, which de- 
molished a'part of the building, injur- 
ing two coolies. cs 

“Police investigations in the latter 


, case led to the arrest of seventeen per- 


sons, of whom six were women. Two 
of those arrested were the _ injured 
coolies, and to the astonishment of 
the police it was discovered that they

FIRST AMERICAN BANK. 


National Institution to Be Estab- 
lished at Honolulu, 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 31.—The first 
and only national bank outside of the 
continental boundaries of the United 
States, is about to be established in 
Honolulu. Col. G. W. Macfarlane, who 
was chamberlain to Queen Liliuokalani, 
has arrived from the islands to per- 
fect the organization of the bank and 
later to return with gold coin repre- 
senting the stock subscribed for by San 
Francisco and New York capitalists. 

The charter for the bank has been 
obtained from the United States gov- 
ernment by Percy 8S. Heat, but it can- 
not be used until Congress places the 
Hawaiian Islands under the Territorial 
laws of this country. In the mean time 
the new financial institution will be 
known as the First American Bank, a 
charter for which has just been granted 
by the Hawaiian government. The cor- 
poration is capitalized at $1,000,000 and 
one-half of that amount will be in the 
vaults, as required by the banking laws 
of the islands, when the bank opens 
its doors on September 1. 


CLOSING RECEIVING HOSPITALS. 


San Francisco Poard of Health Pro. 
ceeding Summarily. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.1 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 31.—At a 
meeting of the health department of 
this city, held today, it was decided 
to close the Receiving Hospital and its 
two branches. The reason assigned 
for the closing of the main hospital 
was that the place is in an unsanitary 
condition and in need of repairs, but 
the closing of the two branches was 


ordered because the Board of Super- 


visors of the city and county refused 
to appropriate enough money to carry 
on the institutions to advantage, and 
the County Auditor has refused. to 
sign warrants calling for money for 
these institutions.

JONES ON LYNCHING. 


Governor Says There is No Remedy 
in Arkansas. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, July 31.—Gov. Jones of 
Arkansas, replying to a query from 
the Times as to the cause of lynch- 
ings in the South, said: 

“In my judgment the so-called de- 
lays in the administration of criminal 
law so far as Arkansas is concerned, 
have not been the cause of the lynch- 
ing of any person accused of crime. 
The lynchings in this State have gen- 
erally been in cases of rape and at- 
tempted rape, and especially when the 
assault has been made by a negro upon 
a white woman. 

“This crime is so heinous and re- 
volting that all the laws in the world, 
no matter how severe the punishment 
or how speedy its infliction, cannot in 
my judgment prevent lynchings when 
the accused falls intoghe hands of an 
enraged mob. 
'“T can suggest no remedy because 
there is none except the cessation of 
the time itself. Of course this is to be 
deplored because it is always best 
that the law should be permitted to 
take its regular course, but so long 
as human nature remains as it is, the 
conditions in this respect will not be 
improved.” 


IMPATIENT AT DELAY. 


State Department Anxjous for Ree 
port in Guatemalan Case. 
[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, July 31.— special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
the State Department is becoming im- 
patient over the delay of Minister Hun- 
ter in reporting the case of F. W.

Cannot Come Before Parliament. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, July 31.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] In the House of Commons to- 
day, Michael Davitt, Nationalist, 
asked what action the government of 
the United States had taken in behalf 
of Mrs. Maybrick, the woman now 
undergoing sentence of imprisonment 
for life after having been convicted

For July, 1898, the total receipts were $43,- 
847,108. The expenditures during the same 
month were $74,263,475, showing a deficit of 
about $30,200,000. During that month, the 
expenditures on account of the war alone 
were about $35,0,000, which amount hag 
been reduced to about $19,300,000 for the 
menth just closing. 


It is expected that the expenditures during | 


the month of August will be quite heavy, 
on account of the payments to returning 
volunteers, and the cost of equipping and 
sending others. 


ANOTHER KLONDIKE. 


Promising Gold Fields Discovered 
Up Badger Creek.

BOISD (Idaho,) July 31.—What promises to 
be one of the best gold districts in the North- 
west has just been discovered up the Boise 
River, about thirty-five miles from this city. 
Two ledges were opened last week on Badger 
Creek from which phenomenal assays were 
taken. Four more parallel ledges have since 
been found. One of these was struck yester- 
day. 
It was uncovered some time ago by a break 
in the flume of the Twin Springs Placer Com- 
pany, but it was not observed until the oros- 
pecting for lead was begun, as a result of 
the finds of last week. This vein is twenty- 
two feet wide, and shows free gold in consid- 
erable quantities. Pieces of gold as large as 
a kernel of wheat are common.

YAQUIS ON THE WARPATH 
EARNEST.

Courier Arriving at Ortiz, Mex., De- 
clares He Saw Desperate Fight- 
ing Forty Miles South of ‘There.

Slain. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) Aug. 1.—A spe-

near the Yaqai Valley are in a state of 
Gen. Torres, commander of the 
first military zone, which includes So- 
nora, Sinaloa and Lower California, who 
was in the field with the Twelfth Regi- 
ment, is reported among the slain.

FUTURE OF THE NEGRO, 


African Colonization Schemes Ridi- 
culed—The Lessons of San Jnan 
Hill and the Philippincs—Sanc- 
tity of the Home Must Be Pre- 
served. 


Bishop W. G. Gaines of Atlanta, Ga., lec- 
tured on ‘‘Harmony Between the Races’’ last 
evening at the Stevens African Methodist 
Episcopal Church, before an audience which 
packed the auditorium and crowded the porch 
and the steps without. Bishop Gaines is a 
man of stalwart frame and impressive coun- 
tenance. He speaks with friendly informal- 
ity, but frequent bursts of forceful language. 
His own eppearance and style of speech is 
the most powerful of the arguments he uses 
to show that it is worth while to give educa- 
tion and opportunity to the negro. 

he address was a good-tempered, moder- 
ate discussion of existing relations between 
the two races, and an appeal for full le 
rights and opportunities for the negroes. 8 
negro in California, said the bishop, has 
nothing to complain of, for he can stay at 
the best hotels, ride on Pullman sleepers, and 
eat at the best restaurants, if he will be- 
have himself and pay the bills. 

Bishop Gaines asserted that it is the § per 
cent. of worthless and vicious negroes which 
throw discredit upon the negro race. He de- 
clared that it rests with the negroes them- 
selves, by refusing to give any comfort or 
support to such members of their race, to 
wipe out the evil and elevate the race stand- 
ard. Roving, shiftless habits were declared 
fatal, and the negroes urged to settle in 
whatever ace they might choose as their 
home, work tiard, save their money, educate 
their children, accumulate property, insure 
their lives, and when they die leave theie 
for. 

Southern race troubles were discussed. ' 
bishop said that he was not one of those bb an 
deny the guilt of every negro accused of 
erme. He declared that the rapist de- 
serves death. The sanctity of the home ané@ 
the virtue of women, white or black, must 
be protected at any cost. But, he added let 
the law take its course. The innocent must 
not be made to suffer with the guilty. 

African colonization schemes were declared 
visionary an@nonsense. Africa, said Bishop 
Gaines, has now been divided among the na- 
tions of Europe. The American negroes are 
citizens of the United States. Phe best edu- 
cational opportunities of the country are open 
to them. They can advance themselves ag 
much as they wish. This is the country 
where they should stay to work out their own

SAW ROME AND DIED. 


Came to Sout ern California With 
liberate Design of 
After Seeing the 

Sights, 


Carefully Recorded His Feelings as 
the Hour of H's Self-imposed 
Doom Was Drawing 
Near. 


After Addressing an Ode to End- 
less Sleep, He Turned on the 
Gas and Asphyxiated 
Himself. 


Of all the strange cases of suicide 
which it becomes the Coroner's dole- 
ful duty to investigate, that of an un- 
known young man who asphyxiated 
himself in a Main-street lodging-house 
Sunday night is probably the strang- 
est. But beyond establishing the 
identity of the dead man there is little 
for the Coroner in this case to deter- 
mine. 

The victim left no deubt as to his in- 
tentions ond his purpose in Gestroying 
himself, but designedly concealed his 
name and place of former residence. 
Who he is and whence he ceme are 


questions which may never be an- 
swered. Perhaps ‘tis better so, but 
interest in his personality has been 


awakened by the peculiarly deliberate 
manner of his self-imposed death sen- 
tence and the calmness with which it 
was executed. 

“See Rome and die’’ was considered 
the fitting end of man during the age 
when the city by the Tiber, enthroned 
on her seven hills of beauty, ruled the 
world. “See Southern California and 
die’ was the end which the man, 
whose remains now await the Coroner’s 
action deemed a fitting finale of “‘life’s 
fitful fever.’’ With this end steadily 
kept in view, he came, he saw, he died 
—not surfeited with the pleasures of 
this land of sunshine, nor dis::ppointed 
with its charms; but appreciative of 
the advantages of life in this land, he 
wooed death and sank to sleep in its 
embrace because he had reached the 
limit which he had appeinted for the 
number of his days. 

With calm deliberateness this; un- 
known pilgrim “to that bourne whence 
no.traveler e’er returns,’ brought his 
earthly career’to a close. Ina neatly- 
kept diary he set down day by day 
the feelings experienced as he ap- 
proached the end. This diary, which 
was found among his few personal ef- 
fects, records only the history of: the 
last few weeks of his life. It begins 
with his entrance to the Golden State, 
via the Central Pacific. Of his move- 
ments and existence prior to that noth- 
ing is known here as yet. 


CONDEMNED TO DEATH. 


The dlary opens with a statement of 
his determination to die and then de- 
tails his movements in California. It 
says: 

“T have often wondered how a man 
feels who is condemned to die—never 
have I thought that I would some day 
experience the sensation. I have con- 
demned myself to death—to suicide. I 
Shall be dead within a aveek, and with 
this end steadily before me I have lived 
and traveled sightseeing over Southern 
California on the Central Pacific, 
through mountains anl tunnels and 
tunnels with a view of grandeur and 
bits of magnificent scenery I rolled 
on through mountains and cafions and 
forests of trees, down from the hot 
breath of the mountain to the chill and 
ague and fog of San Francisco. 

“How fearful cold from 7000 feet and 
100 deg. in the shade to the level of 
the Pacific and 40 to 50 deg. Sol did 
not like ’Frisco. It has a beautiful 
park and I sat there Sunday and lis- 
tened to the band and watched the 
crowd enjoying their holiday and the 
first tears crept to my eyes. I went 
through quaint Chinatown, and it was 
easy to imagine yourself in a foreign 
country. I tried to buy some opium 
there, but they would not sell me any. 
I left the next day, rocked” on the 
bosom of the Pacific. Spent a few 
hours at Santa Barbara, a beautiful 
place; also a few hours at Redondo, 
then down along the coast to. beautiful 
San Diego Harbor. The climate is 
even and pleasant. The town seems 
sleepy, however. The Coronado Hotel 
is worth seeing. While there they nad 
a dance and I danced—I danced and 
enjoyed the dance—my last dance. 


SHORTENS HIS DAYS. 


“The next day I: left for Los An- 
geles, a pleasant place, situated in a 
valley with mountains on one side 
and the Pacific Ocean on the other 
side. I went up Mount Lowe and the 
trip was worth the price, $2—one day’s 
life—for I have set the limit of my 
days to coincide with the exhaustion 
of my funds, and I have but very little. 
I shortened my life another day by 
buying ‘he Market Place,’ by Harold 
Frederic. I think the book is over- 
rated. After reading it I exchanged it 
for ‘Tekla,’ by Barr. It is a good story. 
In both these boooks the women are 
rather neglected. I read books every 
day. They act on me as a narcotic. J 
dope: myself with them. They make 
me forget for a moment, for there is 
a continual struggle going on—to be or 
not to be. And then the means to the 
end—that bothers me some. There is 
gas in my room, and I; might utilize 
that. I have tried to get opium but 
failed. Will try to get some chloroform 
tomorrow. I want a painless death. In 
books poison is always a handy article 
In real life it is hard to obtain. 

.CONCEALS HIS IDENTITY. 

“I have tried to destroy all traces 
by which I might be identified, but 
it usually successful, I believe. 

“I do not wish to be identified. If I 
am, I want these papers turned over 
to my people. 

entirely sane 
headed in what I am about. 
morose, but cheerful. The end in sight 
brings this relief and comfort that 
I can be cheerful, and feel that I am 
doing the only thing which will bring 
me repose. I see no happiness in life 
for myself. I am. not strong, am 
troubled with headaches, my spine is 
weak and gives me more pain day by 
day, but even with no happiness to 
myself, I would live if I thought that 
my doing so could bring happiness to 
others. But I do not believe that I

one. “Every day arid every day all sides 
of the case present themselves to me, 
and the solution is always ‘death. 

“T can think of it without dread. JY 
trust it will come painlessly. 


SLEEPLESS NIGHTS, 


“Another sleepless night Thursday. 
During the day I feel no pain, but 
the nights are tortures. I feel as if 
disease will make an end of it before 
I commit suicide. I cannot stand 
such pain much longer. 

“Saturday—Another bad night. Dur- 


Ping the day, however, I feel no pain 


and am cheerful; even occasionally 
catch myself singing or humming some 
old tune. JI intend to bid farewell ta 
this here existence tomorrow night, 
It is only assisting mature a little. 
“IT hope none will’ grieve overmuch. 
The end will come like blessed sleep. 
I think quite painlessly, and I look 
forward to it calmly and cheerfully.

TURNED ON THE GAS. 

As indicated in his diary, the self- 
condemned man chose asphyxiation by 
illuminating gas as his means of sui- 
cide. The tragedy occurred in a lodg- 
ing-house at No. 241 South Main street, 
where the stranger rented a room on 
the day of his arrival in the city from 
San Diego, July 20. He told the land- 
lady that his name was Reither, and 
he was known by that name to the tew 
persons living in the house who saw 
him gojn and coming from his room 
during ‘the short time he remained a 
guest. In appearance he was about 
30 to 35> years cld and unmistakebly of 
Jewish snecestry. He dressed neatly, 
was quiet and gentlemanly in his man- 
ners and seemed very inicnt on mind- 
ing his own business and not mingling 
in the society of his fellow-lodgers. 
He spent very little time about the 
house during daylight, and ususlly re- 
tired early in the evening. tile paid his 
room rent in advance and was upon 
the whole considered a well-behaved 
and desirable lodger. 

The last time he was seen alive was 
on Sunday evening about 7:30 o'clock, 
when he spoke plewsantly to his land- 
lady on his way to his room. Betweem 
12 and 1 o'clock Sunday night 2 women 
who occupied an adjoining room de- 
tected the cdor of gas, which she 
thought came from Reither’s room. She 
rapped at the door and asked if his 
gas jets were turned off securely and 
he replied that they were. The land- 
lady was called and assisted’ in the 
search for the leaking gas, but as the 
odor was not very perceptible and all 
the jets examined appeared to be 
closed, the alarm subsided and the wo- 
mon went back to bed. . 

Yesterday morning the landlady went 
up town to do some shopping. While 
she was gone, about 10:30 o’clock, a

chambermeid in the course of her 
morning duties smelled gas.. She 
traced it to Reither’s room. As 
no enswer came to her knock, she 


got a pass key and tried to unlock the 
door, but found the keyhole plugged 
with cotton. After pushing this out, 
she unlocked the door, and was almost 
overpowered by the flood of gas which 
rolled out as the door swung open. 
Reither lay on a couch at the foot of 
his bed, dead. The crevices around the 
door and windows had been stopped 
with cotton and both gas jets were 
turned on to their full capacity. 

The police were notified and Officer 
Talamantes went to the scene to inves- 
tigate. Deputy Coroner Strubel also. 
arrived soon, and had the body re- 
moved to C. D. Howry’s morgue. Ona 
table near the couch was a small packet 
with $1.75 enclosed and a note reading: 

“The enclosed money, $1.75, is to be 
given to the lady who has the letting 
of these rooms as slight recompense 
for the trouble I am giving her. Trust 
she will forgive me for the _ trouble. 
Also if she considers any of my per- 
sonal belongings of any value she may 
retain them. 

“Ah, endless 
woo thee. 

“July 30.” 

The personal belongings referred to 
consisted of a valise, several pairs of 
trousers and a very few other articles 
of clothing. He had on a pair of crash 
trousers, a blue serge coat and a negli- 
gée shirt. He had no trunk when he 
came to the house, but he was seen to 
wear other clothes than those which he 
had on at the time of death and those 
found in the room. This has led to the 
conjecture that he may have pawned 
some of his clothes when he found his 
money running short. The Cornor’s 
deputy took charge of the property 
found in the room, also of the diary and 
papers left by the deceased, none of 
which gave any clew to his identity. 

One sheet of paper contained a poem 
dated July 30, and entitled “Oh, Endless 
Sleep.” It was probably. the “bad 
verses’’ referred to in the last entry in 
his diary, as having occupied part of 
his time the last afternoon he lived. 
The verses were not so bad as some 
of the stuff which, passes current as 
poetry. 

Coroner Holland will hold an inquest 
at 9:30 o’clock this morning, at Howry’s 
morgue. 


Is the Thing Loaded ? 


HE proposition recently submitted 

by Henry J. Crocker to the grape- 

growers of California has caused 
considerale discussion all over the 
State. Mr. Crocker’s scheme is outlined 
as follows in the press dispatches: 

“The average price of grapes for the 
past ten years has been $10.50 per ton. 
With absolute control I feel such con- 
fidence in my ability to increase this 
value that I will pay you cash on de- 
livery $14 per ton of all the standard 
varieties, and $12 per ton for Missions 
and Malverses. Contracts will be made 
separately with each individual grape- 
grower for seven years, and should | 
secure enough contracts to make the 
project feasible, I feel assured that the 
capital which was interested in the 
success of the wine-makers will gladly 
come forward in the grape-growers’ 
interest, and the result will be a benefit 
to the various branches of the industry. 
If 1 fail to secure the contracts I will 
be compelled to drop the project.” 

It is not an easy thing to say at 
once whether it would be well or not for 
growers to accept a proposition of this 
kind. It all depends upon the growers 
themselves. As a general proposition, 
it is not a good plan to sell out one’s 
birthright and give over the control 
of an industry into the hands of an- 
other fellow. Mr.Crocker is not making 
the offer except upon the assumption 
that he can make money out of the 
business. If that hypothesis be cor- 
rect, the question immediately arises 
why the growers should not organize 
and save the profit that would go to 
Mr. Crocker for themselves. It is prob- 
ably a fact that $14 a ton is better 
than the grape-growers would do under 
a chaotic competitive system of mar- 
keting their product, but it should be 
borne in mind that a coéperative or- 
ganization of the growers themselves 
can control the market just as well 
as Henry J. Crocker, andifthereis a 
dollar or more a ton in the deal for Mr. 
Crocker, there is the same amount in 
the business for the growers under an 
efficient grganization. But, as stated. 
the matter depends principally upon 
the growers; if they are prepared to 
get together and do something for 
themselves it is better to reject Mr. 
Crocker’s proposal; if they are not yet 
grown to man’s estate and cannot be 
trusted to look after their own affairs, 
then it is possibly better to let some 
one else furnish the brains and shave 
the profits. There is one point, how- 
ever, to be taken into consideration. 
Mr. Grocker’s fourteen-dollar seven- 
year contract amounts to nothing un- 
less the scheme proves a success. No 
one is going to hold up a $2,500,000 los- 
ing. proposition. If there is anything 
to be gained, Mr. Crocker is in line to 
get it; if there is anything to be lost, 
he can find a way to get from under 
the contracts.—[Riverside Enterprise.

HUNTING THE MURDERER OF 
WINGFIELD AND ROGERS. 


Cached Food and Camps in Moun- 
tain Caves Tell Where Bishop 
Hid on His Flight from 
Camp Verde, 


Jerome Citizens Send to Chicago 
for the Pasteur Treatment a 
Man Bitten by a “Hy- 
drophobina Cat.’ 


Danger Because of the Recent 
Smallpox Epidemic Will Make 
Sightseers Few at This Year's 
Moqui Snake Dance. 


PRESCOTT, (Ariz.,) July 20.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence. ] It is now. believed that 
Jim Burns, Oscar Wade and Charles Bishop, 
variously named as the murderers of Wing- 
field and Rogers at Camp Verde, are one 
and the same person. Bishop jis said to be 
the man’s true name. He is an expert cow- 
boy. The motive of the crime was revenge. 
Wingfield had aided some Indians in re- 
covering ponies that Bishop had appro- 
priated, it is said, unto himself. Bishop, 
six days before the murder, bought a sack- 
ful of groceries at Payson, a little settle- 
ment in northern Tonto Basin, «bout sixty 
miles from Verde. This food he ‘‘cached”’ 
in Clear Creek Caficn. Part of it, mainly 
condensed milk ant? oatmeal, has been 
found by Sheriff Munds in hollow trees, at 
points where Bishop would find it convenient 
to come. 

Clear Creek Cafion is about 
miles southeast of Prescott. 
Place, a thicket of quaking asp, full of 
Springs, round which are trees through 
which the sun appears never to penetrate. 
It is carpeted with ferns and made a laby- 
rinth by festooned vines, In the cafion's 
walls are great caves, in which the fugi- 
tive, if supplied with food, might live for 
an indefinite period. 

Sheriff Munds and ten men are still in the 
hunt, which the Sheriff swears the wil! 
prosecute as long as there exists the faintest 
chance for capture. The bloodhounds have 
been returned to Prescott footsore and use‘4- 
up. On account of the wet weather they were 
of little use, save that through them were 
located caches where the murderer had 
stored quantities of dried venison. They 
also led the Sheriff into a cave, whence he 
Wus hastily driven by two bears. As the 
Sheriff had lost no bear, he let the oppor- 
tunity pass. He had gained knowledge of 
at least one cave where Bishop would not 
hide. Under a fallen tree was found a 
Place where Bishop must have:spent sev- 
eri‘l days, within fifty feet of a trail that 
hid been repeatedly traveled by the mem- 
bers of the posse. He had lived for the 
time, it was apparent, on oatmeal soaked 
in cold water. 

William Rose, a cowboy, arrested last 
week on suspicion of complicity in the mur- 
der, has been released. He showed he had 
not been in the neighborhood of the mur- 
der, ond that his passage through the 
mountains was on a journey to southeastern 
Arizona, where he was to take’employment 
with the Chiricahua Cattie Company, of 
which J. V. Vickers of Los Angeles ig man- 
arer. 

Jerome is built upon the side of a hill 
so steep that in places it is precipitous. 
That such is a fact may have been the 
means through which Providence saved the 
life of Officer Del Hawkins. He had ar- 
rested a disorderly Mexicun and started with 
him for the local calaboose. On the way, 
three of the prisoner’s paisano friends in- 
tervened. The policeman mode a plucky 
fight, but his revolver was wrested from him 
and his clothing was cut to ribbons by re- 
pested knife stabs, which he managed to 
ward cff from doing him serious hurt. At 
a critical stage of the affair, the officer and 
Mexicans lost their footing and in a mixed- 
up buach, went rolling down the hill. 
Whether the Mexicans rolled faster than the 
officer is not told, but they escaped, while 
Hawkins, after eollision with a_ boulder, 
climbed back to town to purchase arnica 
and a new suit of clothes. 

Bud Blunt, who, a dozen years ago, shot 
a man at Tip Top, south of Prescott, has 
been heard from again. He gerved only 
part of his term in Yuma, through the 
clemency of the Governor. Leaving Ari- 
zona, he next was heard of in Kansas, 
serving a four-years’ sentence for stealing 
mules. Getting out of prisen, he killed a 
men at Granby, Mo. He was sentenced 
to be hanged. The sentence was cum- 
muted to life imprisonment. Now comes 
word that he has been pardoned. 

George P. Bragg, an e'derly miner, has 
started for Chicago on funds contributed 
by citizens of Jerome. At Chicago he will 
undergo the Pasteur treatment for hydro- 
phobia. He had been working on the 
Waters mine, eight miles south of Jerome. 
About 3 one morning, his companion, Chris 
Yaeger, was awakened by a scream, to see 
that Bragg was struggling with a small 
skunk, which had bitten him on the nose, 
ond which held on with the tenacity of a 
bulldog. Bragg choked the beast to death 
before the teeth could be unfixed. The men 
walked to Jerome, where all possible was 
dene for Bragg by Drs. Hart and Wood. 
The “hydrophobia cats,’’ as the smallest 
variety of the skunk tribe is called in this 
Territory, constitute the greatest danger to 
open-air life in the mountains of Arizona. 
Jowboys wpleeping on the hillsides have 
often been bitten, almost invariably the ear 
or nose being the part attacked. Instances 
have been known where the bite has beea 
followed by no evil results, but in nearly 
all cases where the Pasteur treatment has 
not been taken, death has come in the most 
horrible form of rabies, identical with that 
trousgmitted by the bite of a mad dog. In 
one Tastnaes a man died at Flagstaff after 
returning from ea course of Pasteur treat- 
ment. he skunks are most venomous in 
the springtime. It has not been established 
whether the little animals transmit hydro- 
phobia. among themselves or whether, as 
the cowboys believe, the venomous condi- 
tion is a permanent attributue. 

A tall tale is that told by ‘‘Happy Jack’’ 
Hodgdon, who has just returned from a 
visit to the Red Rock mine, Big Bug dis- 
trict. where his brother, Frank, is employed. 
The tale is that, while lighting his candle 
at a shoft mouth, Frank Hodgdon fell to the 
bottom of the shaft, a distance of 125 feet. 
The next thing he knew was that he was 
stuggering about the drift at the bottom of 
the shaft. When taken to the surface, it 
was found the scalp had been torn away 
from the back of his head, that his lower 
lip was dreadfully cut, and that he had 
sustained contusions of the right arm and 
shoulder. 

Hlerbert Allaire, secretary for Manager 
Jerome of the United Verde Mining Company, 
was painfully injured lately in the Verde 
Valley by being thrown from his horse. A 
shoulder-blade was broken and ugly bruises 
sustained. 

John T. Shull, a pioneer stable-keeper of 
Prescott, missed the road in the darkness 
Friday near the Senator mine, and upset his 
vehicle down a sharp slope. Casual trav- 
elers later found Shull and brought him to 
Prescott. His leg has been found broken in 
several places between the knee and hip. One 
of the horses was so injured that it had to 
be shot. 

Deep regret is felt locally over the death 
at Sanitago lately of Quartermaster-Sergeant 
Arthur Hayes of the Eleventh Infantry. He 
was a victim of yellow fever. Hayes closed 
up the garrison accounts at Whipple Barracks 
when that post was abandoned just previous 
to the Spanish war, 

Gideon J. Tucker, who died at his home in 
New York July 26, Was once a resident of 
Prescott. Though he had been editor of one 
of the Albany dailies and had held some of 
the most important political positions in the 
gift of the New York Democracy, he came 
west in 1880 to foreclose a morta@age on the 
Prescott Arizonan and to take in the paper 
and run it himself. He tried to run the pa- 
the lines of a metropolitan dally, 
but the fleld was small and unproductive and 
he soon returned East. 

Alfred: Shupp, a pioneer of Northern Ari- 
zona, who came in 1862 in the Pauline Weaver 
party, died Wednesday in Skull Valley. Only 
two of the Weaver party are now known to 
be alive. They are John Dickson of Skull 
Valley and S. C. Miller of Prescott. 

The body of Mrs. E. S. Patterson, Crammed 
in Chino Valley in a flooded creek, has been 
sent to Los Angeles for burial. 

The city government at Jerome has added 
to the Town Jail an apartment for the ex- 
clusive benefit of refractory prisoners. The 
room is about six feet square. Its main pe- 
cullarity lies in the fact that the floor is 
thickly studded with epikes, with poinfS erect, 
save for a fourteen-inch square in the cen- 
ter. In this square the prisoner must stand, 
if his sobriety admits. The peace officers 
believe the den will prove Sone in aiding 
them to suppress “‘pernicious activity’’ among 
the prisoners confined in the city bastile.

FLAGSTAFF, 
Annual Snake Dance at the Moqui 
Villages. 
FLAGSTAFF, (Ariz.,) July 30.—[Regular 


Correspondence.] It is believed there will 
be few attendants this year at the Moqut 
anake dance. It will be held as uweual. 
The pueblos to be favored will be Wolp!i 
and Mishongnavi. The time will be about 
August 1b. The trouble lies in the fact that 
the villages are not yet free from smallpox. 
Deaths in the. tribe from the disease since 
February 1 are reported to have agegre- 
gated 300. In Wolpi and Mishongnavi the 
dead were so numerous they were simply 
thrown from the mesa into a great crevice 
in the rocks, in a pile, where the bodieg 
were afterward cremated by the Indian awe 
thorities, after being deluged with kero- 
sene. Then every Indian that could be 
rexched was vaccinated, though it took 
the assistance of a platoon of Nisth Caval- 
rymen to accomplish it. As many as 300 
a duy were vaccinated. The villages were 
Cleaned up as well as could have been 
done, and disinfectants and whitewash were 
freely used. Infected property was burned 
when found. But the Indians, careless 
of results, are known to have secreted a 
large amount of stuff, which, infected 
though it be with disease germs, undoubt- 
edly will be freely offered for sale to the 
snake dance visitors. The Moquis once 
only tolerated visitors to the dances and 
treated them with scant courtesy. In later 
years the dance has come to be recognized 
as @ fruitful source of income to the tribe 
and, a rainmaking ceremony, it is held 
whether rain be,needed or not. At the twe 
villages this year will be an slmost entirely 
new set of priests and dancers. Most of the 
older celebrants died during the winter. 
the Ash Fork hill has had another acet- 
dent, and at the same old near McClellan 
siding.

The Prune Association. 
HERE would seem no reason why 
the movement to unite the prune- 
growers of the Coast should not 
succeed, except the perverseness of the 
growers themselves. It is not at pres- 
ent making any headway, and, indeed, 
cannot be expected to do so until 
after harvest. It is possible, however, 
even at this busy season to do some 
clear-headed thinking upon the sub- 
ject and be prepared with wise and 
well-matured plans for active work 
next winter. For example, there must 
be perfect unity among the codpera- 
tive elements of the fruit-growers 
themselves. This does not mean unity 
of opinion at the start, for that is 
impossible, but mutual respect and wil- 
lingness to learn from each other with 
the understanding that all shall unite 
‘upon the plans which eventually seem 
best. There is, for instance, a differ- 
ence of opinion between the promoters 
of the new movement and the direc- 
tors of the Santa Clara County Fruit 
Exchange upon.a question of finance 
and management. The temporary di- 
rectors of the new organization insist 
that 10 per cent. of all cash received 
for fruit shall be retained in the treas- 
ury until the close of each season, to 
be used, if found necessary, in some 
way that we do not understand, in 
equalizing payments. If this means 
simply that no one shall be paid in 
full until at the close of the season 
it is known what the average price 
has been for the different grades, this 
is precisely what the exchange now 
does. We think, however, that it 
means something more, apparently the 
creation of a special fund for some 
special purpose. If this supposition 
be correct the writer happens to know 
that this is not possible on the part 
of the exchange without a change in 
its bylaws, which require the assent 
of two-thirds of the stock. As we do 
not understand it we make no com- 
ment upon its wisdom, but at the meet- 
ing of the prune association it was op- 
enly intimated that the manager of the 
exchange objected to this measure in = 
order, by preventing further organ- 
ization. to retain his hold upon the ex- 
change and keep the office of manager. 
Now it is just such talk as this that 
has broken up all efforts at coopera- 
tion upon any extensive scale in this 
State If it is repeated once or twice, 
and not promptly and sternly rebuked 
by the responsible officers of the new 
association, we may at once give up 
the notion of any general organization. 


The Santa Clara Fruit Exchange is 
permanent. Whatever happens that 


will stand. Its direction has been wise, 
and Col. Hersey is the most judicious 
coiperator in the State, and patient 
beyond all reason. He has no need 
to. and does not, care a rap for the 
office of manager, except as he takes 
just pride im the success of a move- 
ment of which he has been the ac- 
knowledged -head from the beginning. 
If he does not assent to all proposals 
of the new enthusiasts, it is because 
he has what he deems good reasons, 
and the chances are a hundred to one 
that when he states those reasons 
to his stockholders they will think just 
ashe does. With some means of knowing 
we are of the opinion that there is not 
an officer or member of any of the 
Santa Clara societies who does not 
earnestly desire that all dried-fruit tn- 
terests on this Coast should be amal- 
gamated, and it is almost certain 
that the wisest plans and best direction 
for the new movement will come from 
those who have learned “by yeats of 
experience what is possible and what 
is impossible in cooperation among 
farmers. But the point specially de- 
sired to.be emphasasized at this time 
is that no progress whatever must be 
expected until coiperators learn that 
nobody knows it and that 
respect and courtesy are due from each 
to all.~—[San Francisco Chronicle.

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ISSUES OF THE NEXT CAMPAIGN. 

As time advances, the probable  is- 
sues of the next Presidential cam- 
paign begin to take some definiteness, 
and it is possible to foresee, to some 
extent, the positions which the great 
contending forces will occupy in that. 
struggle, which is certain to be con- 
ducted with much vigor on both sides, 
though it is doubtful if the campaign 
will be characterized by so much in- 
tensity of feeling as that which made 
the campaign of 1896 memorable. 

There is not, nor has there ever 
been, any doubt as to where the Re- 
publican party will stand in the cam- 
paign of 1900. The issues upon which 
it will go into battle are well defined. 
The platform of the Republican party, 
in the national campaign of 1900, 
will be substantially the same as that 
of 1896, with the addition of such new 
issues as may be brought forward by 
events that have happened since the 
last Presidential election. The Re- 
publican platform of 1900 will indorse 
the McKinley administration, in its 


- conduct of the war against Spain and 


in its policy as regards the Philip- 
pines and our other newly-acquir 
insular possessions. It will also de- 
clare for the gold standard and for 
tariff protection. Beyond a doubt, 
William McKinley, if he lives, will be 
the Republican candidate for Presi- 
dent in 1900. Upon the excellent plat- 
form above indicatéd, and with a can- 
didate so strong in the qualities of 
Jeadership and of statesmanship, the 
Republican party can go into the cam- 
paign of 1900 with the calm confidence 
of almost certain victory. 

But the principal interest in the 
campaign, at present, lies in the prob- 
abilities of the Democratic platform. 
For months past it has been a matter 
of some uncertainty as to the position 
which our opponents would occupy on 
certain questions; whether they would 
insist upon thrashing over the old 
straw of the money question, free 
trade, and other dead issues, or would 
strike out boldly into new fields, with 
the idea of achieving a victory upon 
untried ground. Recent events have 
cleared the way somewhat on this 
point. The recent meeting of the 
Democratic National Committee at 
Chicago as good as demonstrated that 
the party is still dominated by Bryan 
and Bryanism. This means, in effect, 
that Bryan will be nominated for the 
Presidency in 1900, and that the Chi- 
cago platform of 1896 will be reaf- 
firmed, in effect if not in exact words. 
It also means that “anti-expansion” 
will be one of the prominent new 
Planks in the Bryan platform, and 
that an effort will be made to create 
an issue against the Republican party 
upon the question of controlliftg or 
suppressing those modern industrial 
organizations known as “trusts.” 
This part of the Bryan programme, it 
may be said in passing, will be abor- 
tive, for the Republican party will 
not ignore any issue that may be 
raised in this connection, and will cer- 
tainly not go before the country as 
the champion and promoter of trusts. 
As regards the conduct of the war, 


four and five years ago, is 


and the Philippine question, the Re- 
publican party is in ition to meet 
any issue which its opponents may 
raise, confident that the/ deliberate 
verdict of the people will sustain its 
policies, its methods, and its ultimate 
purposes. Our friends the enemy are 
entirely weicome to all the capital 
they can make, and to all the advan- 
tage they can gain, in connection with 
their exploitation of these issues and 
alleged issues. 
As regards the old issues of 1896, 
the friends of honest money, the 
friends of tariff protection, the friends 
of national prosperity and prestige, 
and the friends of the Republican 
party. will find cause for congratula- 
tion in the almost certain prospect 
that the Bryan party will reindorse 
the issues of.the Chicago platform in 
1900; for such reindorsement will 
mean the certain defeat of Bryan and 
Bryanism. The currency question and 
the tariff question were decided by the 
people of the United States in 1896, 
by a popular majority of something 
like half a million votes. It is too 
late (or too early) to reopen. these is- 
sues, and the people will not consent 
to have them reopened. in the next 
national campaign.

_newly-acquired island territories and 
dependencies are looked into, the more 
varied and valuable do they appear. 
A has already been  pub- 
lished in 6Times of the great 
amount of valuable hard woods that 
are found in the Philippine Islands. 
It‘appears that the samé is true of 
some of the West Indian islands, not- 
ably the Isle of Pines, located sixty 
miles off the coast of Cuba. Govern- 
ment experts, who have recently  in- 
vestigated that island, have been 
astonished at the extraordinary 
growth of mahogany, cedar and other 
valuable native woods. Some of the 
mahogany trees are twenty feet in 
circumference, and it is said that 
nothing equal to them can be found 
even in the mahogany districts of Cen- 
tral America, They are virgin. forests 
for as yet no timber has ever been 
exported from the islands. And this 
is only one of the many undeveloped 
resources found in the islands that are 
now in the possession, or under the 
protection of the United States. 


A committee was recently appointed 
by the Chamber of Commerce to wait 
upon the City Council and urge upon 
that body the necessity for the im- 
mediate construction of a safe fire- 
proof vault to protect the valuable 
records of the city, especially those 
of the City Engineer’s and Assessor’s 
offices. This step has been strongly 
urged by city officials for a number 
of years, but for some reason or other 
nothing has been done in the prem- 
‘ises. The cost of the improvement 
would be but comparatively trifling 
and the interest at stake is property 
assessed for about $80,900,000, besides 
a large number of valuable maps and 
field notes which could not be replaced 
if they were destroyed. To hesitate 
about making this necessary improve- 
ment on the score of economy would 
be as short sighted as for a man to 
refrain from insuring his house be- 
cause he was temporarily short of 
The Council will act the part 
of wisdom by complying with the 
suggestion of the Chamber, without 
any unnecessary delay. 


The outbreak of yellow fever at the 
National Soldiers’ Home at Hampten, 
Va., is a surprise, but should not 
cause any general alarm in that vicin- 
ity.

STRIKES AND LABOR. 

The prominence given by the press 
of the country to the labor strikes in 
the Bast is likely to cause many to at- 
tach undue importance to those mani- 
festations, which appear so contradic- 
tory, in view of the generally pros- 
perous condition of the country. It 
is pointed out by. Bradstreet’s that a 
close examination reveals a much 
more encouraging situation than ap- 
pears immediately on the surface, and, 
curiously enough, the strikes may be 
in fact regarded as # proof of the ex- 
istence of largely favorable conditions 
‘rather than the reverse. Strikes and 
other labor disturbances usually at- 
‘tend great upward and downward 
movements in wages and prices. Says 
the trade paper referred to: 

“The depression of 1873 found most 
pronounced and disastrous. reflection 
in the labor troubles and riots of 1877, 
and the troubles and numerous strikes 
of 1884 to 1887 witnessed movements * 
to take advantage of improving \busi- 
ness conditions. Fortunately, this 
year the undoubted improvement in 
the situation has not been accom- 
plished by any widespread labor dis- 
turbances, voluntary advances’ in 
wages having virtually disarmed labor 
by granting all, or nearly all, of the 
demands which might otherwise have 
been attempted to be enforced by 
strikes.” 

The strike of the Brooklyn car men 
was due-mainly to a demand for the 
observance of a State ten-hour law 
and not to a question of wages. The 
firmness displayed by the authorities 
in Brooklyn and Cleveland has, un- 
doubtedly, prevénted the disastrous 
consequences which attended the pre- 
vious | strikes. 

Meantime, the general industrial 
condition throughout the country con- 
tinues excellent, and it is a significant 
fact that while a few men are strik- 
ing, many employers are at their wits 
end to obtain help at good prices. 
Here, in California, there come from 
all over the State complaints of a 
scarcity of laboring men, not only 
among the farmers and fruit-growers 
but also from contractors and manu- 
facturers. This is largely due to the 
prevalence of better times. Wages 
are now s0 good on the farms that all 
who wish to work can find something 
todo. From Fresno it is reported 
that carpenters cannot be had for love 
or money. Harvesters in the hay 
fields are getting from $1.50 to $3 a 
day. Commenting upon the difficulty 
of obtaining help in California, a New 
York paper asserts that the parks

MEN FOR THE .JHIRTY-FIFTH 
VOLUNTEER INFANTRY. 


Lieut. Chappelear Embarks on the 
Recruiting for Which 
He Was Sent Back from 
Vancouver, 


a. 


He Tells How the Regiment is to 
Be Mobilized and Discusses 
Its Officers and 
Prospects, 


Requirements for Enlistment, How 
Formalities are Carried Out, and 
Particulars Concerning Re- 
ecruits’ Status. 


The work of recruiting men for the 
Thirty-fifth United States Volunteers, 
that one of the ten new infantry regi- 
ments which is being mobilized at Van- 
couver Barracks, Wash., is being vig- 
orously prosecuted. Lieut, Louis Ss. 
Chappelear of the Thirty-fifth yester- 
day entered upon the recruiting duty 
for svhich he has been sent back to | 
Southern California. He will work in 
cobperation with Lieut. Ora E. Hunt, 
who is in charge of the United States 
recruiting office at room No. 219, Bul- 
lard building. There was a marked in- 
crease in the number of applicants for 
enlistment yesterday and the recruit- 
ing is expected by the officers to pro- 


ceed briskly. 

Lieut. Chappelear will be helped in 
his recruiting’ duty by his wide ac- 
quaintance in Southern California. He 
was for a long time an officer of the 
Seventh Regiment, N.G.C. He served 
as first lieutenant of Co. F of the Sev- 
enth during the Spanish svar, and for 
a portion of that time was acting com- 
missary of the regiment. He is one of 
the four officers of the Seventh who 
have received commissions in the 
Thirty-fifth. His appointment was as 
second lieutenant, and he will probably 
serve with Co. A, under Capt. W. G. 
Schreiver of Los Angeles. Four hours 
after Lieut. Chappelear had arrived at 
Vancouver Barracks for duty, 
he was ordered back to Los Angeles 
for his present work as a recruiting of- 
ficer. He will spend at least three. 
weeks here, and probably more. 

Lieut. Hunt will continue to direct 
most of the routine work of examining 
men, making out papers, and sending 
the squads of recruits to Vancouver 
Barracks. Lieut. Chappelear will de- 
vote most of his time to finding men. 
He will be at the Seventh Regiment 
Armory every day except Sunday from 
9:30 a.m. to 11:30 p.m., and at the re- 
cruiting office, room No. 219 Bullard 
building, most of the rest of the day. 
The recruiting office is open daily from 
9 a.m. to 4 p.m. and Lieut. Hunt and 
two enlisted men are on hand during 
those hours to furnish information and 
enlist recruits. 

The formalities of enlistment are car- 
ried through expeditiously. Each ap- 
plicant is questioned as to his age, 
occupation, habits and condition of life, 
and given a cursory examination 
the recruiting officer. df no objection 
to the applicant is found in this sight 
examination, he is sent to the office of 
the examining Burgeon for a thorough 

1edical examination, in which the con- 
diton of his organs and his senses is 
observed. If the man is found to be 
bodily sound, he is sent: back to the re- 
cruiting office with a certificaté to that’ 
effect. The man is promptly sworn in. 
He is subsisted from that time by the ]. 
government. The recruits are lodged 
at the Natick House until enough are 
obtained to make up a traveling squad, 
and then sent direct to Vancouver Bar- 
racks, one of their number being 
placed in command as a temporary 
non-commissoned officer. 

Since July 13, when recruiting was 
begun here for the Thirty-fifth United 
States Volunteers, forty-seven men 
have applied for enlistment. Of these. 
twenty-two have been accepted and 
two cases are still pending. A squad of 
three men will be sent to the rendez- 
vous tonight and four more Wetnes- | 
day. 

“The officers of the Thirty-fifth know 
how to care for their men,” said Lieut. 
Chappelear yesterday’ afternoon, “and 
that is the most essential thing for an 
officer to know. All the field officers 
afe from the regular army, and not a 
single man has been given a commis- 
sion, even as second lieutenant, who 
has not already served in the regu- 
lar or volunteer force. 

“Col. William A. Kobbé, who is to 
command the regiment, is a veteran of 
the civil war. He has been in the regu- 
lar army ever since. At present he is 
in the Philippines, where he is serving 
as brevent-major of the Third Artil- 
lery. It is generally understood that 
he will remain in the Philippines and 
his regiment will be sent to him there. 
Iieut.-Col. E. H. Plummer served in 
Cube with Shafter, where his rank 
was that of captain in the Tenth 
United States Infantry. 

The majors are Maj. R. D. Walsh, 
Maj. Walter C. Short and Maj. Albert 
Laws, who have been officers in the 
Fourth Cavalry, Third Cavalry and 
Twenty-fourth Infantry, respectively. 
Maj. Laws was the first lieutenant of 
a company in the famous colored regi- 
ment, the Twenty-fourth Infantry, and 
his company was one of those that 
soved the Rough Riders at San Juan 
Hill. Capt. Thomas W. Darrah, who 
hoes been first lieutenant in the Twenti- 
eth United States Infantry, will be ad- 
jutant. The quartermaster and com- 
missary have not yet been appointed. 

‘All the other officers have had ex-. 
verience. Four officers of the Seventh 
Regiment have received commissions 
in the Thirty-fifth. Capt. W. G. 
Schreiber will command Co. A of the 
Thirty-fifth, Capt. S. R. Langworthy, 
Co. B, and Capt. H. T. Matthewe; Co. 
Cc. Three of the officers of the Second 
Oregon Volunteers, the regiment which 
hes just returned from the Philippines, 
will be captains in the Thirty-fifth. 
One lieutenant has been appointed 
from the Sixth California Volunteers, 
and one second lHeutenant from the 
Eighth California Volunteers. Three of 
the new lieutenants were enlisted men 
in the regular army. One had served 
‘for ten years. 

“The Thirty-fifth is to draw its sol- 
diers from California, Oregon, Wash- 
ington, Idaho, Nevada and Alaska. 
All the men will be assembled at Van- 
couver Barracks. 

‘Vancouver Barracks an ideal 
spot for mobilizing a regiment. The 
buildings are adequate for a whole regi- 
ment and the accommodations com- 
fortable. _ The government reserva- 
tion is twelve miles from Portland. im- 
mediately adjoining the town of Van- 
couver. The reservation slopes down 
to the Columbia River. The parade 
ground is covered with thick grass. 
There is a me@gnificent view of snow- 
covered mountains, 
the Columbia. The barracks are about 
eighty miles from the ocean, and the 
weather at this time of the year is 
delightful. The only troops at Van- 
couver at present, except the recruits 
for the Thirty-fifth, are one company 
of the Twenty-fourth United . States 
Infantry.” 

Although Lieut. Chappelear’s work in 
Los Angeles will be wholly to recruit 
men for the Thirty-fifth, recruiting 
is also going on at the local office for 
other branches of the service. The re- 
quirements are less rigid for the volun-

‘The term of enlistment exptfres June 
30, 1901. The pay ranges’ from

pay is increased 20 per cent. in time of 
war. The sums which he can save 
from the clothing allowance, etc., en- 
able the provident soldier to lay wp 
more than his salary would seem to 
indicate. Rations, clothing, medical 
attendance, medicines and return to 
the place of enlistment are guaranteed 
by the government. 


KENTUCKY FEUDS. 


THE LEADERS ARE OFTEN EDU- 
CATED MEN. 


White-Baker Vendetta—The 
French-Eversole Feud—The Tol- 
liver-Martin Trouble and Tom 
Smith’s Ideas as to Blood Wages, 


The 


[New York Tribune Correspondence: ] 
The mountain feuds of Kentucky are 
the results'‘of natural causes, It is 
difficult to impress this fact on the 
minds of .men who live in law-abiding 
communities, where the means of com- 
munication are ample and where new 
men are constantly coming in and 
members of old families going out. A 
faction in a political party obtains con- 
trol of the official machinery and ex- 
ercises it so tyrannically that the op- 
posing faction begins to chafe under 
the injustice practiced against those 
who are not friends and retainers of 
the men in power, a personal encoun- 
ter occurs—it may be between men of 
little standing—the factions take sides 
and support the actual belligerents, 
and within a few months the war is on 
between powerful political cnemies, 
albeit they may belong to the same 
party. 

The feud that has been raging in 
Clay county is a pointed illustration 
of these facts. For more than a half- 
century the White family has been rul- 
ing the: political destinies of the people 
of Clay county, and its members have 
either held all the offices or dictated 
the choice of the incumbentg. Shut out 
from the world bv the hills and moun- 
tains, the Whites have been enabled 
to hold fheir own against the oppos- 
ing faction in their own party, as. no 
new citizens ever come into the county. 


This was the political situation in 
Clay county two years ago, en 
White’s term of office as Sheriff ex- 


pired and his brother, Bev White, Jr., 
who had been Will’s deputy, became 
a candidate for Sheriff. At that time 
nearly every county office was filleds 
by a White, and the incumbents had 
managed the affairs of the county in 
such a way as to secure the most 
financial and “political benefit to the 
White farily. The Philpotts, also 
an fluential family of Republicans, 
became so much dissatisfied with the 
way in which the Whites were holding 
all the offices that they entered into 
a combination with Gilbert Garrard, 
son af Gen. T. T. Gerrard, and a 
strong Democrat, to support him for 
Sheriff if he would make the race. The 
normal majority of the Republicans in 
Clay county is 1000, so that the Whites 
felt safe, but the Philpotts made so 
vigorous a canvass for the independent 
Democrat that Gilbert Garrard came 
within less than a hundred votes of 
being elected. 

This bitter campaign aroused a great 
deal of ill-feeling between the Whites 
on the one side and the Garrards. Phil- 
potts and Bakers on the other. It was 
when this feeling was at its highest 
point that A. B. Howard, a friend of 
the Whites, and Tom Baker, a Repub- 
lican,, but a strong supporter of Gil- 
bert Garrard, became involved in the 
difficulty over the judgment against 
Howard which Baker had bought. 
When the Bakers and Howards got to 
fighting, the Whites naturally took 
sides with the Howards, and the Gar- 
rards supported the Bakers. It was 
largely on account of this fact that 
Tom Baker killed. Will White. Will 
had been abusing the Bakers to old 
Mrs. Lucas, and she had told them 
that. Will White had threatened to kill 
all of the Baker family. When Tom 
heard of this he armed himself, and 
when he met Will White he shot and 
killed him. This aroused all the dor- 
mant fire of the Whites, and they de- 
termined to avenge their brother’s 
death by slaying Tom Baker at any 
cost, and so it was that when the State 
Guards took Baker to Manchester for 
trial this month his assassination was 
assured, at least, in the minds of those 
who knew how intensely the Whites 
can hate. 

The famous French-Eversole feud of 
Perry county was another illustration 
of the power of life tenure in office to 
promote a vendetta. The Eversole 
family in Perry county oceupied about 
the same position there as the Whites 
do in Clay county. - No office could be 
held, it appeared, save by an Eversole 
or a relative of an Eversole. Fulton 
French had political aspirations, at 
least for his friends, but he could not 
induce the Eversoles to allow any of 
them to be elected A trivial encounter 
brought on hostilities, and a mountain 
war resulted which cost the State of 
Kentucky more than $100,000 and filled 
thirty-eight graves. Of these there are 
seventeen occupied by Eversoles who 
died with their boots on and at the 
hands of Fulton French’s men. 

The Tolliver-Martin feud in Rowan 
county, which was settled twelve years 
ago by Boone Logan, then a young 
lawyer, taking the law into his own 
hands and exterminating the Tollivers, 
wes another of the same kind. The 
Tollivers ran everything in the way of 
an office in Rowan county with a high 
hand. and their followers became so 
terrifying ¢o law-rbiding citizens who 
had taken no interest in the fight that 
they determined to stamp out the Tolli- 
vers, after about thirty men had been 
killed. 

The Strong-Amy feud of Breathitt 
county wes also built on political op- 
pression. The Strongs dictated the 
political destinies of the county and 
the Amys objected. The actual fight- 
ing began, as uswal, over some trivial 
matter, and it was kept.up with un- 
varying regularity until not only were 
thirty-two men killed, but Capt. Bil 
Strong, leeder of his faction, and John 

my, leader of the opposing clan, were 

ot to death. 

The popular idea that the leaders of 

ese feuds are men of low standing 
nd no culture are erroneous. The 
Whites ere descended from the same 
family that produced John White, once 

Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives of the United States, and they 
ere closely related to John D. White of 
Clay county, who has served two terms 
as Congressman from the Tenth Dis- 
trict. Fulton French is a leading law-

was “Bad Tom” Smith, who w the 
champion killer in the employ. of Waites 
French, He was charged with killing 
eight men, and on the scaffeld he coh- 
fessed to having killed six, and gave 
details of his bloody work. He had al- 
ways ‘‘come clear,”’ as the mountaineers 
say, for the killing he did for French, 
and it was only when he went to killing 
on his own account that he ran afoul of 
the law. He murdered one Dr. Rader 
while the latter was asleep in bed, and 
for this he was hanged. French suc- 
ceeded in having him cleared for killing 
the five men he confessed to killing for 
him. In telling on the scaffold about 
the killing of one man who was es pe- 
cially obnoxious to French, Smith said: 
Mr. French paid me $1 a day and gave 
me all the bacon and meal I needed 
While I was ‘laying out,’ and when I 
killed & man who was badly wanted out 
of the way, he would give me a new 
Suit of clothes. You see, it is mighty 
hard on clothes to ‘lay out’ for men, 
We have to cut bushes and lean them 
against a pole, so as to make a ‘blind, 
behind which we eat and sleep and 
watch for the man we are to kill. It's 
awful tiresome business, and $1 a. day 
ain"t any too much. And when a man 
clothes in the’dirt there 
ng wrong for Mr. F 
him new clothes.”’ 
The masses of the people in these 
isolated mountain regions of Kentucky 
live in the most primitive fashion. In 
fact, they have been aptly called “our 
contemporary ancestors.” They speak 
the language spoken by the pioneers 
150 years ago. They say “kiver’ for 
‘cover,”’ “craps” for “¢rops,” “gwine” 
for “going,” “thar” for “there,” “wuz” 
for ‘‘was,”’ “them molasses” for “the 
molasses,’ and use many other simil 
provincialisms. But the people 
simple, unaffected, without false mod- 
esty, intellectually bright and unre- 
servedly hospitable. They will do 
anything in reason to accommodate a 
Stranger, but they love their «ative 
hills so well that they will not listen 
to harsh criticisms of their leading cit- 
izens, even though they be feud lead- 
ers. Many of the young men and w 
men of the mountains are fairly w 
educated. They have been sent to 
Berea, to the Laurel Academy at Lone 
don, to the academy at Jackson, % 
Harrow School at Cumberland Gap 
and to the State College of Kentucky 
at Lexington. Two of the highest hon- 
or students at the latter institution 


this year, one a young man and the 


other a young woman, came from the 
mountain regions of the State. They 
will both engage in teaching among 
their own people. 

As an illustration of the simple life 
these hemmed-in mountaineers lead, 
it may be stated that their only 
amusements are singing schools and 
debates, and these are not followed as- 
siduously. The waQmen are the real 
burden-bearers. They till soil 
cheifly, milk the cows, rear the chick- 
ens, do all the housework and look 
after the stock. The men work prin- 
cipally at logging and hunting and 
fishing. It seems strange to see in a 
mountain home half a dozen strong 
men sitting around fiddling or clean- 
ing their rifles, and in the field not 
200 yards away, old and young women 
hoeing. corn and cultivating the garden 
spot. any of the women take their 
little children with them the 
fields, ana it is a usual sight te see a 
two-year-old tot playing in the dirt 
at its mother’s feet while she is hoe- 
ing. The women in the simplest 


fashion. They wear supbonnets and 
plain qalico dresses, and ih summer 
they wear only one garment, being 
innodent of shoes, ngs and jingerie 
As for corsets, few of fie young women and 
none of the older ones know what they are. 


Probably as a result of their na way 
of living, the women of the P= ns are 
noted for the large number of chfidren Mens 
bear.

INNER HARBOR SURVEY. 


Allotment of Money for San Pedro 
Expected Soon. 


Capt. J. J. Meyler, United States 
engineer, expects eo0on to receive 
money from the government that will 
enable him to make a through sur- 
vey of the inner harbor at San Pedro. 
His report on the matter recommend- 
ing the inner harbor as worthy of fur- 
ther improvement and recommending 
that a certain sum be set apart for 
the purposes of a survey was made 
to the chief engineer on Maren 31. 

The money for this purpose comes out 
of a lump sum appronriated by Con- 
gress to cover the expense of pre- 
liminary examinations, harbor surveys, 
examination of bridges and other in- 
cidental expenses, incurred throughout 
the United States, not covered by a 
special appropriation. The amount 
set apart for these purpces:s by the 
last Congress was $200,000, and the 
work of allotment has nat yet been 
completed. 

Capt. Meyler is hopeful that he will 
be allotted the full amount asked for, 
and says that he thinks the great good 
accomplished by the $1,000,000 already

Leighton, asking 
that certain franchises be advertised 
for sale in’ varicus portions of the 
city, we beg leave to report as fol- 
lows: 

“Several public hearings have been 
had before this board, the subject . hav- 
ing been exhaustively and ably argued 
by citizens ana attorneys, and _ the 
whole matter having been carefully 
considered in all its phases. To enable 
the board to arrive at a proper under- 
standing of the legal complications 
which seemingly retard all progress 
herein, the matter was referred to the 
City Attorney, whose opinion -was 
furnished and is filed herewith. | 

“In the consideration of the sub-_ 
ject cf granting valuable municipal 
privileges at the present time, we are 
confronted with several serious  ob- 
stacles: 

“First—The uncertainty as to which 
act is operative—an uncertainty, how- 
ever, which has been largely removed 
by the opinion of the City Attorney, 
who denominates the act of March 13, 
1897, as the operative one. .- 

“Second—The unsatisfactary condi- 
tions of that act, deferring, as they do, 
all payments of compensation for five 
years. 

“Third—The total absence of any 
provisions for determining the amount 
of compensation to be paid the mu- 
nicipality; and 

‘“Fourth—The suppcsedly legal in- 
ability of the Council to supply the 
deficiencies of the act itself by § in- 
serting provisions or conditions in the 
franchise when granted. 

“As the matter now appears to this 
board, there are presented on the one. 
hand the following favorable consid- 
erations: urgently expressed de- 
mands of those residents and land- 


owners who will be directly benefited 


by the construction of the proposed 
road.

Your board beg to 
submit that no more just and perti- 
nent criticism can be applied to the 
conduct of our American municipali- 
ties than that censure which upbraids 
those in authority, or those who have 
been in authority for their profligacy 
in giving away the right to operate 
public utilities. 

“It is the opinion of your board that 
no franchises should be granted by 
your honorable body until Such time 
as the present law is either abolished 
or modified so as to protect the inter- 
ests of the municipality, and not fa- 
vor, as under present conditions, the 
octopian grasp of private corporations, 
and your honorable board would so 
yecommend.”

Tested a Fender. 

At the, invitation of I. P. Clark of 
Alameda, a party of city officials con- 
sisting of Mayor Eaton, Street Super- 
intendent Drain and several members 
of the Council went to the Los Angeles 
Traction Company’s power-house on 
Georgia street yesterday afternoon to 
witness a test of a street-ear fender 
invented by Mr. Clark.

A FISH COMPANY WANTS FRONT- 
AGE AT SAN PEDRO. 


The Board of Supervisors Urged to 
Sell a Wharf Privilege—Hesi- 
taney on Account of Imperiling 
FreeCommercinlI Uses of the Bay, 


The California Fish | Company, 
through its secretary, Curtis de Garmo, 
and its secretary, Deputy Tax Collec- 
tor R. D. Wade, appeared before the 
Board of Supervisors yesterday sto 
urge for a second time that a franchise 
be advertised for sale, granting the 
use of 800 feet of water front at San 
Pedro for wharfafge privileges. The 
frontage wonted is on the inner bay, 
and the fish company is desiring to 
purchase a twenty-year franchise, 


the company are situated on a small 
portion of the Terminal Railway wharf. 
Business has grown, they say, from a 
mere experiment to one employing 
over 100 men,.and a new home must 
be sought. The frontage asked for is 
perfectly adapted to the purposes of 
the company’s business; it is just on 
the railroad and-not too far from the 
ocean. 

The fish company’s application is vig- 
orously protested by the Terminal 
Railway Company, and the _ usual 
tilts between attorneys, whenever San 
Pedro franchises are being: discussed 
before the Supervisors, occurred yes- 
terday. 

As soon as the matter was taken up 
for discussion, Mr. de Garmo explained 
in detail the nature of the fish com- 
pany’s application, what were their 
present circumstances and how they 
must prepare to meet the demands of 
the future. The time had come when 
they must have a new home; their busi- 
ness demanded it, and they had asked 
the board to allow them the oppor- 
tunity of purchasing a place for the 
period of twenty years. Mr. de Garmo 
closed his presentation: by alluding to 
the rumor that his company was eager 
to procure a claim on the frontage 
asked for merely for speculative priv- 
ileges. This report he _ strenuously 
denied. . 

“Well, gentlemen, the Board of Su- 
pervigors does not intend to grant at 
this time any privileges that may in- 
terfere in the future with the fullest 
use of San Pedro Harbor for commer- 


cial purposes,” said Chairman Davis.

“Tt has been done in the past; look 
at your lumber companies,” quickly 
answered ,Mr. Wade, secretary of the 
fish company. 

‘‘The mistakes of the past shall fur-. 
nish us no precedents for either pres- 
ent or future action,” said airman 
Davis. 

Mr. Wade then proceeded to state 
that the board could endanger no com- 
mercial prospects for the next thirty 
years by offering for sale an 800-foot 
franchise at this time. Even now, he 
said, there is ample frontage, and ‘it 
is only a question of years’ when 
there will be miles of frontage, from. 
Dead Man’s Island to Wilmington, 


‘while within the next seven years from 


three to four more miles will actually 
be opened. He thought the board 
ought to show an especial liberality 
to a pioneer enterprise that had be 
come very successful, and was spend- 
ing all its profits in Los Angeles 
county. - 

At this juncture Mr. Gibbon, attorney 
for the Terminal Railway Company, 
interposed by asking Mr. de Garmo if 
it were not a fact that the fish com- 
pany was asking the privilege of put- 
ting out a commercial wharf, which 
in point of fact, was to be used for 
private purposes. Mr. de Garmo ad- 
mitted there were to be buildings on 
the wharf for the company’s use, but 
thought that a free frontage on the 
wharf of thirty-five feet would be 
ample to accommodate all commercial 
uses for many years to come. 

Mr. Gibbon’s question was something 


of a red flag to Mr. Wade, who con- 


tinued Mr. de Garmo’s answer by 
saying: 

“after the Supervisors have granted 
9200 feet of frontage to the Terminal 
Railway Company—when it hasn't busi- 
ness enough to make use of 1000, 
is certainly in very bad grace for the 
Terminal people to object to. their 
granting 800 feet to a pioneer enter- 
prise that is doing a business that em- 
ploys more men and has a bigger pay 
roll than the company opposing it. 
We have, I admit, been short of water 
frontage heretofore, but three years 
more will give us plenty—so much, 
in fact, that fifty years will expire and 
then there will not be business 
enough done there to use half of it.” 

Supervisor Field then procured fig- 
ures from the County Surveyor, show- 
ing how much frontage on the inner 
harbor was still uncovered by fran- 
chises. The amount was 5500 feet. 

The question was then asked why 
the fish company was eager to get 
in on the 800 feet they had petitioned 
for—why they had not gone either 
farther up or farther down the bay. 
The reply was that effort had been 
made for privileges within reasonable 
limits on either side of the proposed 
but they could not be obtained, 
e, on the other hand, it was im- 
possible to get off the railroads or too 
far away from the ocean, on account 
of the nature of the business in which 
they were engaged. 

Mr. Wade then stated that the idee, 
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of thé application Was in no sense a 
“blind The only thing wantede#is a 
home for the fish business, which may, 
he said, be considered temporary, from 
the admitted fact that the company 
within the next twenty-five years 
would stand ‘ready to vacate, at any 
time the private interests of the com- 
pany should hinder in any way the 
freest use by the public of the proposed 
wharf for cOmmefcial purposes. 

All this tine; nevertheless, there was 
a very apparent unwillingness on the 
part of the board to grant the ap- 
plication, lest certain public interests 
and commercial development might be 
imperiled. 

The fish company’s representatives 
were very urgent that not only their 
commercial enterprise, but every 
other, should be encouraged in all pos- 
sible ways. Mr. Wade closed his re- 
marks by wondering at the sudden 
spasm that had at this time seized 
the Supervisors, when in the past, 
franchises had been freely awarded 
and no questions asked. 

The matter was taken under advise- 
ment by the board for a few days. 


PASSING OF THE FREAK. 


“Old Mystery” Gardiner is Sent to 
Folsom Penitentiary. 

Henry Gardiner, who is known to 
fame as “Old Mystery,” the freak burg- 
lar, made positively his last appear- 
ance before the courts of this county 
when arraigned in Department Four 
yesterday morning for sentence. He 
continued his big dumb dodge and did 
his regular repertoire of silly grimaces 
to make people still think he might be 
crazy, but it seemed to be half-hearted 
work with him, for he realized that his 
bluff was all off.

Lewers, Gardiner’s attorney, had asked 
the court to be as lenient as possible 
with the unmitigated old freak, Judge 
Trask sentenced him to three years in 
the penitentiary at Folsom, where he 
will serve his eighth term for burglary.

Ethel Wilson, a coal-black woman of

morning to receive sentence for rob- 
bing an old man, Peter Yanssen, last 
May.

GUILTY OF CONTEMPT. 


Could not Show Why They Should 
net Be Punished. 

The officers of the South Side Irri-

“MULBERRY BEND” OPERA. 


All Hands Happy When the Band 
Plays. 


York Evening Post:] The 
band plays in the new Mulberry Bend 
Park on Wednesday evenings, and 
from the tenements of the Bend and 
the Points, and all the side streets 
of the great Italian quarter, the peo- 
ple flock to this little “breathing 
place” to listen... The benches are 
taken early by the mothers of fam- 
ilies, who hold their youngest born 
and their sick in their laps, and, from 
fixed points, keep an eye, in tireless 
watchfulness on the babies as they tod- 
dle and crow. Before the leader first 
raises his baton for the opening na- 
tional air, the benches are full 
the walks are crowded. At intermis- 
sion time, when there are no more 
people to come, it is slow work passing 
from the pavilion south to Five Points: 
for, it seems, all and sundry of -the 
quarter are in the small square, with 
no intention of going away until the 
instruments are put up for the night. 
The people:dress in their brightest 
colors and chatter their loudest: ard 
the whole swarm seems to be happy 
in the noise and movement. | 

There is a squad of police to keep 
the pleasure-making seemly, but the 
men have orders to keep their patience, 
and let the fun approach near to dis- 
} order, so the people have a chance to 
go to greater lengths than ordinarily. 
They take advantage of this: some- 
times they get obstreperous, and when 
that happens the police act quickly and 
severely by making an arrest or driv- 
ing the offenders away from the park. 
They have a great deal to put up 
with, because the people know their 
license; but they are patient for the 
most part, and a roundsman said they 
always “try to be,” at any rate. Thus,

COMMERCIAL. 

CIGAR STRIKE AT TAMPA. The 
merchants who sell cigars from ampa 
factories are in a hard case. Jn that 
city 4000 cigar-makers, and 2000 helpers 
are out on strike. This condition has 
existed for some time past, and the 
stocks on hand in Tampa are all gone, 
and most of those held by the mer- 
chants. The strikes are very unjusti- 
flable om the part of the cigar-makers 
according to reports. It is said they 
were carrying off cigars in pockets- 
full, and the employers took to weigh- 
ing out “fillers’’ and insisting on the 
tole of cigars being turned out. “This 
began the strike. In another factory 
the Sheriff attached the wages of cer- 
tain of the men on judgments against 
them, and the whole force resented 
this action, holding the employers re- 
sponsible for allowing the Sheriff to 
enter the place. 


BEET SUGAR. Southern California 
will soon be a seller instead of a 
buyer of sugar. At Oxnard there are 
nearly. 15,000 acres of beets in the field 
at which 1000 men have been hard at 
work for months. There is a smaller 
acreage at Chino, and a still smaller 
at Los Alamitos, and around Anaheim. 
The beets will be ready for the facto- 
ries in a few days. The Oxnard crop 
is estimated at 200,000 tons, part of 
which will be shipped to Chino. But 
the Oxnard factory expects to make 
30,000 tons of sugar. The work will 
not be all done much before the turn 
of the year. The Chino factory. will 
not run so long, and that at Los Ala- 
mitos will run only a few weeks. If a 
total of 50,000 tons, or 100,000,000 pounds 
be produced in the vear at even 5 
cents per pound, it will be worth $65,- 
000,000 to the section. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

DO SOLICITORS PAY? A move- 
ment is on foot among the gro- 
cers and butchers of this city to 
abolish the soliciting of orders. Very 
many of the storekeepers in Massa- 
chusetts towns have united in the 
same, says the Portsmouth (N. H.) 
Times, and the agitation has already 
commenced here. One of our mer- 
chants says it costs for a man and 
team, at the lowest estimate, to go 
after orders $700 a year, and this 
amount must be added to the profits 
of a store to meet its expenses and, of 
course, the congumer pays. The dis- 
advantages of @oliciting are various. 
First, ‘the ordihmary clerk or driver 
who calls will sell only the staple 
goods on which is the least margin of 
profit, and the time taken by some of 
the soliciting clerks in gossip is no 
{nconsiderable factor of expense. The 
great evil of the system, which was 
first inaugurated here by the late Wil- 
liam Simes, is that the customers do 
their business with the driver, and he, 
coming in contact with the customer 
more than with the merchant, puts the 
storekeeper at a great disadvantage, 
as the clerk can go to another store 
and take a large part of the former 
employer’s customers with him. Again, 
the customer and storekeeper are ‘at 
a disadvantage, the first because he 
or she does not see the new goods con- 
stantly in stock, and the second that 
goods that pay a profit are kept on 
the shelf because neither the clerk or 
customer will talk only of staple ne- 
cessities. 

In Washington, D. C., no woman at 
the head of the family but goes to 
market and makes her own selection, 
thus getting the greatest and best va- 
riety the market affords. All our 
stores keep open evenings, and with 
our electric-car service and the adver- 
tising boom in newspapers there is 
now no reason why the system which 
is so expensive should not be abol- 
ished. Al! our merehants are willing 
to deliver goods, but the enormous 
drain of expenses ought to be cut 
down as the quickest and best means 
to enable our merchants to receive a 
fair equivalent for their capital and 
the work they put in their business 
affairs. 


WHAT BAD ROADS COST. As the 
result of an inquiry made in 1895, by 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. replies were received from 
over 1200 counties, giving the cost of 
hauling crops in various parts of the 
United States. The average’ load 
hauled was found to be 2002 pounds; 
the average length of haul, 12.1 miles: 
the average cost of hauling a ton of 
¢rops to market was $3.02: while the 
average cost of hauling a ton for a 
distance of one mile was 25 eents. 
In order to compare the roads of the 
United States with those of Europe the 
bureau, through its consuls, made 
careful inquiry on the subject of cost 
of hauling in England, France, Ger- 
many, Belgium, Italy and Switzerland. 


The average cost of hauling one ton} 


one mile was found to be in England, 
10 cents: in France, 10 cents: in Ger- 
many, 8% cents; in Belgium. 9% cents: 
in Italy, 7% cents, and in Switzerland 

6 to 8 cents, the average for all 
these European States being 8.6 cents 
per ton per mile. More than one cause 
may enter into this determination of 
cost, but that the great cost in Amer- 
fca is due to our poorly made dirt 
roads is proved by the fact that- while 
over the superb roads of Europe a 
farmer will haul three or four tons at 
a load, our farmers are able to haul 
only a ton or less than a ton over 
the “plow and scraper” ridge of soil, 
which even at this late day is dignified 
by the name of road in many parts 
of the country.

Poultry is very dull, as the week usually 
@pens. Stocks on hand are quite ample for 
the immediate moment. As the week wears 
on the demand will revive again. There is 
no change in values. 

Game is coming in slowly. Doves sell for 
75 cents to 90, as to condition. A few rabbits 
coming in sell for $1.25 to $1.50 per dozen. 

Fresh fish is scarce, excepting mullet, which 
are in good demand and sell rapidly in a 
emall way for two for 25 cents. 

Bees are a little steadier. Choice eastern 
sell at 17 cents straight. Loca! sell for the 
~ fost part at 18 cents, but the general feeling 
is that the price will go at once to 18%. One 
house quotes 19 cents. 

High-priced butter goes slowly. The bulk 
of what is on the market is sold at 50 cents, 
Some extra at 52% cents, and good at 47% 
gents, light-weights and off quality at 45. 
This does not include the product controlled 
by the local combine, which is held for 67% 
cents straight. Good eastern full-pound prints 
gell at 22% cents per pound. 

Potatoes are weaker. Nothing brings above 
§1.00, and only fancy Rose and Burbanks gv 


above $1.40, a price at which good potatoes 
are sold. Buyers are said to be offering down 
‘to $1 for well-matured Burbanks f. o. b. Los 
Angeles. : 

Two cars of watermelons are on the mar- 
ket. The demand is good at $1 to $1.25, ex- 
tra large Jumbos being quoted at $2. 

Merchants are generally asking $2.55 to 
-$2.65 for pink beans. In this report on Sat- 
urday the figures were inadvertently put at 
$1.50 to $1.60. The mistake was so easily un- 
derstood that a candidate for Highland would 
not have been misled. 

Live stock is all in good demand at firm 
— They are in prime condition as a 
rule. 

The second picking of lemons is in full 
swing and offerings are pretty free. For poor 
fruit the market is weak, but steady for 
choice cured stock. 

In fresh fruits there are few changes to 
note. Apricots are becoming scarce, and 
peaches getting near their prime. 

The market for cured apricots is firmer. 
Conditions are against buyers, who are will- 
ing operators at 9% to 10 cents for choice to 
fancy fruit in sacks. Holders in many cases 
ask up to 121% cents. But there must be a 
g00d many sellers at current rates, as there 
is a brisk movement to the East. 

Hay is coming in freely and selling at un- 
changed prices. Large sales are reported in 
the country on rather unusual terms, viz, 
$11.50 delivered in the city whenever called 
for during the current season, the seller do- 
ing all the storing, insuring and spetulating.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, July 31.—There were a num- 
ber of depressing influences brought to bear 
on the stock market today and prices 
opened lower, but later there wae a rally 
and the close was strong. Conspicuous of 
the depressing influences was the reported 
outbreak of yellow fever at the Hampton, 
Va., Soldiers’ Home. The group of rail- 
roads liable to suffer from yellow-fever 
epidemic and the resulting quarantines have 
been favorites in the recent speculation, and 
principally in London. A setback to them, 
therefore, was calculated to have a far- 
reaching influence in the general list. 
Louisville and Nashville did, in fact, open 
down 1%, and the Norfolk and Western 
stocks, Southern Railway and Chesapeake 
and Ohio, were also depressed; and ruled 
below Saturday’s level all dey, only fully 
recovering in the late dealings. The ex- 
hibit of the associated banks in the Satur- 
day’s statement also had some favorable 
influence in the early dealings. A decrease 
of nearly twelve thousand tons in the east- 
bound shipments of freight from Chicago, 
as compared with last week, had a rather 
halting effect on railroads. The effect of 
these combined influences was to turn the 
tide of speculation at first from the rail- 
roadeé into the industrials. The stocks of 
iron and steel companies were quite largely 
bought, but the earliest strength was con- 
fined to a few of them, Federal Steel, Steel 
and Wire and American Smelting being 
the exceptions to the early strength. Later 
the entire group was affected, gains rang- 
ing from 1 to 3%; Pressed Steel, American 
Tin Plate, American Hoop, American Car 
and Foundry and American Smelting all 
shared in the movement. Tobacco stocks 
were strong, and People’s Gas moved up- 
ward. There was early depression in Sugar 
on a report of additional competition in 
prospect, and when stock rallied strong, 
2% from the low point, the last evidence of 
weakness was dissipated. The strength 
and activity of railroad stocks was much 
augmented in the late dealings, very heavy

PASADENA. 


OFFER OF THE WATER COMPANY 
DECLINED BY WELL-OWNERS. 


The Tetering Games Still Going ©n, 
With the Well Men Now in the 
Air—Poison Pat into a Chicken 
Oorral—“Lottery to Be Ar- 
raigned Tuesday. 


PASADENA, July 31.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] An’ interesting game of see- 
saw has been going on here for a week 
or more, between the Pinney-Weymouth- 
Newby well combination, who have water 
to sell, and the Pasadena Land and Water 
.Company, who need water in their busi- 
-ness. On Saturday, the sellers were down 
and the buyers were up. Today, the gel- 
lers are in the air and the buyers have 
been turned down. When after having de- 
clined with thanks several propositions made 
by the well-owners, the water company 
made them a proposition of their own, it 
was thought the two dickerers would be 
able to get together and the drought on the 
West Side would be relieved sufficiently to 
enable the householders of Orange Grove 
avenue to discover water in the second 
story, available for the ordinary purposes 
of life, which some of them state they have 
not been able to do of late. The well- 
owners have been busy figuring on this offer 
all day, and tonight they announce that 
they must say ‘“‘no.’’ They declare they 
have a lot of sympathy for the customers of 
the West Side Company, but they cannot 
accept its terms, and come out whole. At- 
torney Furlong, who has represented the 
well-owners, said tonight: ‘We offered to 
lay a pipe to meet the company’s pipe at 
the corner of Glenarm street and Los 
Robles avenue, and pump the water into 
their system from our well, as long as they 
might want it, for 8% cents a thousand gal- 
lons, they to pay us a reasonable interest 
on our investment when they should Hot need 
the water. This offer of ours was rejected. 
Their counter-proposition was that we should 
lay the whole of two miles of heavy pipe 
to a point where they wanted it, and pump 
water to them at the rate of 3 cents a gal- 
Jon for one year; at the end of that time, if 
they should not-need the water, they to 
have the privilege of buying the pipe, or so 
much of it ag they might want, at a reas- 
onable valuation. Such a contract would 
be very unfavorable to us, and wé could 
not accept it. 
for a long term of years we could afford to 
lay the pipe and deliver the water for that 
figure. It would give us an income of 
about $19 a day. ut we could not come 
out square if we should lay the pipe and 
-have half of it left on our hands at the end 
of a year, with no more sale for our water. 
The company must give us a better price 
per galion or a longer tontract, or the 
water will go outside of Pasadena. The 

roduct. of our well would nearly double 

6 supply of the West Side’”’ 
It seems that the directors of the West 

Side Company are disposed to drive as good 
a bargain as possible. It is not impossible 
that after further tetering, the two interests 
may succeed in etriking a common level and 
the much-discussed water trade may be ac.-. 
complished. Half of the city is greatly in- 

‘terested in the ups and downs of the nego- 


tiations.

Second. Big Blast of Breakwater 
 Rock—Boat Missing. 

SAN PEDRO, July 31.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The second big blast of rock 
at the Santa Catalina Island quarry in con- 
tion with the breakwater work was shot 

Monday night: Thirty thousand pounds 

yder Were exploued and a quantity of 
r estimated at 150,000 tons was broken 
loose from its parent mountain. The blast 
was necessary for the progress of the work, 
but only a small part of the rock broken 
away by that explosion’ will be available 
for the breakweter. It is estimated that 
30,000 tons of rock will be saved from what 
was torn loose. The rest goes down into 
the deep water by the face of the cliff. J.

W. Wyckoff, general superintendent of the | 


work, has recéived a number’ of finished 
photographs showing the developments at 
the quarry. The pictures illustrate the po- 
sition of the air-compressor apparatus and 
of the big boarding-house constructed for 
the workmen. The boarding-house is _ sit- 
uated in a narrow cafion where the space 
that it occupies had to be blasted out. 
The compressor machinery jis nearly in 
front of the house on a seat of solid rock 
above which blasts were made to clear the 
space. The seat is forty-six feet above the 
sea. It required much difficult work to 
hoist the big boilers from the barge, on 
which they were brought by water, to their 
positions above. The barges which have 
been put in operation are being regularly 
loaded with breakwater rock as the débris 
at the foot of thé mountain is cleared 
‘way as to leave the available rock 
exposed. The débris, where necessary, is 
moved a little to get it to the water’s edge 
and from there the waves carry it into the 
neighboring deep water. Preparations for 
more blasts, and the clearing away of the 
débris which was allowed to accumulate 
years ago are going on steadily, with the 
idea of getting the quarry in shape so the 
rock may be taken from it in as large 
quantities per day as are required by the 
contract. A fresh-water tank has been built 
high up on the hillside and is supplied by 
pumping from water brought over on the 
tugs. A large salt-water tank has been 
built in an elevated position and water for 
various flushing and fire purposes about 
the house and works is supplied under 
pressure from that. 

Water-compartment ‘barge No. 2, with a 
load of rock, was towed to a position over 
the breakwater site this morning. The 
self-dumping device failed to operate and a 
gang. of men is at work dumping it by 
hand. The cause of the failure to dump 
has not been ascertained but it may have 
been due to some fault in the loading. That 
barge has been dumped successfully a hum- 
ber of times and today’s failure was its 
first, so the defect, whatever it was, can 
undoubtedly be cured. The tug Hercules 
sailed Sunday for San Francisco where she 
will have a bottom coat of copper paint and 
some minor repairs. The tug Wizard is at 
present doing the towing work. 

MISSING BOAT. 

A large sailing skiff belonging to Capt. 
C. Crisp was supposedly stolen Sunday.

LONG BEACH. 
Big Flow of Water from a New 

Well. 

LONG BEACH, July 31.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] A big flow of water has been 
developed at the new well bored by the 
Bouton Water Company near its other wells 
north of town. The well was sunk to a 
depth of 722 feet, and the 12-inch iron casing 
was driven nearly even with the boring. 
At that depth was struck a vein of water 
under such heavy pressure that it forced 
gravel forty-five feet. up into the pipe, par- 
tially clogging it, and sent the water up 
in @ stream that rose about four feet above 
the surface. It cannot be known with cer- 
tainty what flow the well will develop until 
the gravel is cleared away, but the indica- 
tions are said to be in favor of a large 
volume.

The capacity of the Oxnard 
factory is -ample to take care of all the 
beets grown in Southern California this sea- 
son, and only in case of a break down 
would the aid of the Chino factory be re- 
quired to handle the beets. 


The last of.the construction work is about. 


completed. On the factory pay roll are over 
four.hundred names, and this will be in- 
creased when the institution is running. The 
new time office is finished, and fitted with 
a self-registering clock. A weigh office has 
been built and a chemical laboratory at the 
beet sheds in whiheh tests of the percentage 
of sugar in every wagon load delivéred will 
be made, and the farmer paid according to 
the same. The factory officials have sent 
out circular letters to all beet farmers ask- 
ing them at what dump they desire to de- 
liver . beets, and. what percentage of their 
crop is ripe, so they have the necessary in- 
fotmation tc start at a moment’s notice.

BOTH HANDS GONE. 
Result of Coming in Contact With a 


: Mount Lowe Railway Wire. 
As a result -of the terrible electric 


. Shock sustained about three weeks ago 


by Theodore Kretchmar, a young Alta- 
dena farmer, it was found necessary 
to amputate both of his hands, the 
opération being performed last Satur- 


| day at the California Hospital. 


Kretchmar received his injuries in a. 
peculiar manner. He and his brother 
had gone up into the Rubio Cafion 
to investigate the water supply of 
the Las Flores Water Company, of 
which he ig part owner. He came 
across a’ wire about four feet from 
the ground, and, not supposing it to 
be.a live wire, put up both hands to 
brush it aside. He received a ter- 
rible shock, and was unable to let go, 
both hands’ being glued to the wire, 
which was rapidly cooking his fingers. 
His brother, in despair, seized hold of 
his wrists and finally succeeded in 
wrenching him loose from the deadly 
wire, being, considerably handicapped 
by the strong current which entered 
his: own body. 

-The deadly wire which was left in 
such a dangerous position belongs to 
the Mt., Lowe Railway Company, and 
is: said to‘ have contained 2200 volts of 
electricity. 

Dr. Albert Royal of Pasadena, who 
is attending the unfortunate man, had 
hoped that his patient would ulti- 
mately recover, despite the fearful 
shock 'to his nervous system, but .the 
blood vessels. in -both hands were so 
badly burned that the nerves were 
entirely kiNed. Gangrene also set in 
from the point’ whére Kretchmar’s 
brother took hold ‘of his wrists to the 
ends of-his fingers, and amputation 
could not be avoided. ;

LACK OF FUNDS. 


The Local Red Cross Society in Sore 
Straits. 

Mrs. B. Baruch, president of the local 
Red Cross Society, is very much dis- 
turbed over 
the Los Angeles organization. There 
is much work in caring for .the sick 
and disabled soldiers and the available 
funds are not sufficient to properly 
meet the demands made upon the so- 
ciety. The society has only the small 
sum of $30 in the bank, and only four 
of the 1500 and over, who took a dollar 
membership in the Red Cross last 
year, have renewed their  subscrip- 
tions. Mrs. Baruch points out that the 
cause is a purely benevolent one, and 
that as long as the war lasts there 
will be sick and needy soldiers, in 
caring for whom the people of Los 
Angeles should do their share. 

Although much has been said about 
the way in which the funds of the Red 
Cross were spent last year. Mrs. Ba- 
ruch says that,since she has had charge 
of the affairs of the society, not one 
cent has been spent that was not abso- 
lutely demanded to carry on the work 
of caring for the soldiers. It was the 
intention at one time to send out pos- 
tal notices to those who subscribed 
last year, asking them to continue 
their membership, but the officers de- 
cided that the condition of the funds 
would not even warrant this slight 
expense. Those who would like to 
help along this work can subscribe or 
contribute to the cause by calling at 
the rooms on the third floor of the 
Homer Laughlin building, on Monday 
afternoons from 2 to 4 o'clock, by 
handing the money to L. Behymer at 
the Los Angeles Theater, or by calling 
at the residence of the president, No. 
1407 Figueroa street. 

“If there is not a more liberal re- 
sponse to our efforts in raising funds 
to carry on the work,” said Mrs. Ba- 
ruch, ‘fwe will have to close the local 
headquarters and give up the work en- 
tirely. The-officers have labored faith- 
fully, but unless the public will sup- 
port us by subscriptions and donations, 
the needy soldiers will have to look 
elsewhere.”’
